Reckord told newsmen Ei.senhow- 
er "realizes the value of the 
Guard and will see that it is main­ 
tained." 
The deiegaUon called at the 
White House in the wake of a 
oontroveriy touched off last week 
wh« n Secretary of Defense Wilson 
contended 
some 
Guard 
enlist­ 
ments during the Korean War 
were “ a sort of scandal" a “draft 
dodging busineM," 
The Guard group protested to 
Eisenhower against a Pentagon 
decision to make enlistees take 
six months o ( basic training. The 
Guard wants training held to 11 
weeka to r enlistees below the min- 
hnum draft age of 1« 4. 
This dispute seemed likely to 
come up for discussion before a 
House Armed Services subcom­ 
mittee which met to q uestion de­ 
fense f^ficLalf about the lagging 
Army reserve program.

— A rumbling 
gas explosion tr£ 4>ped and kMled 
37 miners today in the cavernous 
Bi^op coal mine that straddles 
the mountainous Virginia - West 
Virginia line. 
Rescue teams said this number 
of bodies had been counted below 
ground.' Apparently 
the 
entire 
crew working in a section of the 
sprawling tunnds fell victims to 
the whistling, dusty blast. 
The blast jammed the elevator 
that had carried the men in on 
the Virginia side and rescue work 
had to be routed thr<Migh another 
entrance two and a half miles 
away on the West Virginia side. 
The grimy masked workers who 
pushed through to the explosion 
site had all but abandoned hope 
for any survivors by the time the 
first nine bodies were found. 
Identification 
went 
on 
below 
ground before any bodies were 
brought to the surface. The blast 
site was described as “about a 
five minute walk” from the bot­ 
tom of a 337-foot shaft.

Hunter’s name waa one of three 
submUled to the governor under 
Missouri’s mmpartisan court plan. 
The others were J. Gordon Sid- 
dens, also a Kan« — City Demo­ 
crat. and Circuit Judge Fred H. 
Maughmer, Savannah Republican. 
Blair sa^ he knew 
all three 
men personally and considered 
that any one of them would be 
well q ualified for the appellate 
court job, which pays $16,000 a 
year, $2,000 more than Hunter 
now gets as a dretiit judge. 
The govern« * said he had known 
Hunter ever since he was a 
growing up 
in Jefferson City, 
where his family moved from 
New Madrid County when he was 
seven years oM. 
Hunter w— appointed 
a drcuii 
judge by former Gov. Forrest 
Smkh in December, Itol. He was 
re-elected to a six year term in 
1954 and since then has sat with 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals on 
numerous assignment« by the Su­ 
preme Court. 
Before going on the bmch, he 
also served on tha Kansas City 
election and p ^ e boards under 
Gov. Smith. His police board ap­ 
pointment came after the Binag- 
gio-Gargotta murders when the 
po l i c e department w— going 
through a turbulent poiod. 
Hunter’s rise in the legal pro­ 
fession has been steady since his 
graduation from the University of 
Missouri Law School with high 
scholastic honors. 
The same year be became U. S 
Circuit Judge Kinkirough Stone’ 
law clerk. Later he was senior as 
sistant city counselor in Kansas 
City and special assistant U. 
attorney trying war fraud cases

The plane crashed on the island 
in the East River, about a q uarter 
mile from La Guardi a Field, 12 
seconds after its takeoff in a 
snowstorm Friday mght with 101 
persons abo—xl. 
A dozen 
expert 
investigators 
took a police launch to the island 
today, 
and began the 
minute, 
painstaking inspection of the re­ 
maining structure of the plane, 
and the widely strewn sections. 
Capt. Alva R. Marsh, pilot of 
the plane, says he doesn’t know 
what caused the crash. 
Marsh’s account of the crash 
was relayed to newsmen yester­ 
day by Alfred A. Lane, vice pres­ 
ident of Northeast Airlines. The 
48-year-old i^eteran pitot is being 
keiR “in seclusion” by the airline 
at an undisclosed location. 
“I didn’t know anything was 
wrong,” Marsh said, until copilot 
Basil Dixwell “informed me the 
ground was coming up at us.” 
"I was looking at the instru­ 
ments at the time. They were all 
working properly,” he added. 
More than half of the survivors 
were injured. Thirty-six remain in 
three hospitals. 14 of them on the 
critical list. Five victims were 
identified yesterday, bringing to 
13 the number identified thus far. 
The Marsh account contrasted 
with earlier remarks attributed to 
him that he experienced a “loss 
of power” immediately after tak­ 
ing off for Miami, the plane’s des­ 
tination. 
Marsh also had been q uoted af 
ter the crash as saying he thought 
tile airplane ^ad struck a pole on 
the island. 
Asked yesterday if he had been 
attempting to turn back to La- 
GuardU Field after the takeoff, 


Marsh replied: “I was making no 
attempt to turn.” 
Marsh, who has more than a 
million air miles to his credit in 
a 19-year career with the airplane, 
replied *‘No” when asked tf he 
was attemptng a forced landing.

FORT WORTH, Tex . UB-Harry 
H. Halsell, 96, trail driver, Indian 
fighter and autho r who credited 
his lo ng life to numero us guns and 
the ability to use them, died quiet- 
in his ho me here yesterday. 
Halsell, who said he go t his first 
six -sho o ter when he was 7, was 
bo m Oct. 1, 1860, in Clarksville, 
Tex ., and ranched in Tex as and 
New Mex ico many years. 
Later he became an autho r and 
wro te nine bo o ks, including an 
auto bio grai^y, abo ut life o n the 
cattle trails in the 19th century. 
“ I realise no w,” he wro te in 
1941, 
"that fo r three 
decades, 
fro m 1870 to 1900, the habit o f 
being well armed saved my life 
o n several o ccasio ns.” 
By the age o f 11, he was a reg­ 
ular hand helping his father drive 
cattle no rth fro m Tex as.

Gore 
(D-Tenn) said todajr he is drafting 
egislation to limit the amount any 
single individual can contribute to 
pclitical campaigns in any year. 
Without any direct reference to 
Gore’s announcement. Sen. Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson of Texas, the 
majority leader, predicted Con­ 
gress will act on "a comprehen­ 
sive revision of the election laws."

WASHINGTON—One of the healthiest recent 
decisions of the Senate is to investigate Ameri­ 
can policy in the Near East, dating back to 
hte Truman administration. The decision was 
reached after a closed-door debate that the 
public doesn’t know about. 
For some time Republican senators had ar­ 
gued, both privately and publicly, against any 
probe of Dulles’s policies. Senator Aiken of 
Vermont argued that such a probe would be 
dangerous, would destroy the Secretary of State. 
Senator Fulbright of Arkansas, who initiated 
the idea, argued that if such an investigation 
would destroy him, then Dulles’s policies were 
seriously lacking. 
Finally, in closed-door session, Sen. Dick Rus­ 
sell of Georgia spoke up, calm and brief. He 
had not said much before. 
“Now, Gentlemen,” he asked, “do you really 
w ish this country to believe that you don’t want 
the people to know about the conduct of our 
foreign affairs? Do you want this to be 
a 
strict party vote against any investigation?’* 
There was a sudden hush on the Republican 
side, foQowed by whispers. GOP senatcnrs sug: 
gested a delay of 48 hours, then 24 hours, 
obviously to consult. Finally they agreed to 
come back at 10 a.m. nex t day. 
At that time they voted unanimously to pro­ 
ceed with the full investigation of the Near 
East undo- both Eisenhower and Truman. 
Why U.S. Base? 
This column would be delighted to suggest 
to the Senators where they can get some impor­ 
tant information. Part of it is covered with 
dust right in thmr own files. Very inHx >rtanL 
for kistaiioe, is why the U. S. w base in Saudi 
Ari^ia was actually established. 
President Eisenhower discussed with King 
Saud last w e^ a renewed lease on this base, 
and it WM reported that the king wanted a 
size^le amount of American arms in return. 
However, Senate records of the old Brewster 
investigating committee show good reason to 
believe that this base was originally established 
not because it was of any mlitary value, but 
to please the American oil companies which 
already have reaped a fortune from Saudi 
Arabia. 
Senators will find in their files a report by 
Brigadier G enial Donald P. Booth, assistant 
to the undersecretary of war, dated 1946, which 
is classified se cr^ To it. General Booth at­ 
tached the following warning: 
*‘It is believed particularly important that this 
classification (secret) be respected. H tba*e is 
any part of the subject matter which you wish 
to deck^ify for publicaition, it is requested that 
the matter be referred to the War Department 
and the State Department for clearance.” 
I can reveal, however, that Booth’s report 
showed that the British in July 1944 blocked 
the U.S. base until May 5. 1945 on the ground 
that they, the British, already had four bases 
in Arabia which we could use. May 5, 1945, 
was one day before the war ended in Europe. 
And on that day it was decided to go ahead 
with the Dhahran base on the belief that it 
would cut off air miles in flying from Cairo 
to Karachi. 
Sta te D^Muiment Wa nted Ba se 
One week later, the war in Einrope being 
over, the War Department suddenly reversed 
itself and wanted to canc^ the Saudi Arabian 
base. It saw no reason for it. But the State 
DepartmeQt argued otherwise. For reasons not 
specified but understood to be the protection 
of American oil companies, the State Depart­ 
ment demanded that the base be built. 
The State D^artment carried the argument 
up to Presictont Truman, and on Sept. 28, 1945, 
be okayed the base, provided a new contract 
was drawn, giving the United States all postwar 


air rights, and provided Congress voted the 
necessary funds. 
However, Sen. Owen Brewster of Maine, then 
head of the Senate investigating committee, was 
unable to find that Congress had ever authoriied 
the $4,000,000 spent on the base. Furthermore, 
he reported that no new contract was drawn. 
“The Army presented King Ibn Saud with an 
airplane,” Brewster remarked at that time, "and 
it looked as if the airfield was built to please 
the king—so his plane would have a place to 
land.” 
Senator Brewster also turned up amazing evi- 
d» Ke showing how the oil coiiH>anies domi­ 
nated American policy in the Near East. This 
will be described in a subsequent column. 
NOTE—Since then, a ring of American bases 
has been built in Turkey, just as close, if n(H 
closer to Russia, then Saudi Arabia. The United 
States also holds a series of bases in Greece, 
almost as close to Russia. All this makes it 
appear that the Saudi Arsd:)ian base is even 
less necessary today than when the War Dejwut- 
ment turned thumbs down in 1945. The real 
purpose, it appears, is to supply a base for 
the planes and personnel of the Arabian Ameri­ 
can Oil Company and have a protective Ameri­ 
can base near its property. 
Tra ma a Do ctrine 
Senators may also want to go back to another 
incident in the Truman admkustoation—the man­ 
ner in which Standard Oil of New Jersey and 
Standard Oil 
New York purchased 4D per 
cent of the Arabian American Oil Company just 
a few days before President Truman announced 
his Truman doctrine for Greece and 'Turkey. 
The question is: Did they know this doctrine 
was coming? Or did they inspire the doctrine? 
Or wM thrir timing just a coincidence? The 
doctrine was aimed at Mocking Russia from 
penetrating down to Suez and the e a s t^ end 
of the MeditCTranean—just as the EhiUes doc­ 
trine is today. 
Another point which Senator Brewster investi­ 
gated during the Truman adminstration was 
the American oil shortage of 1947 and toe re­ 
sultant import of oU from the Near East. 
Brewster claimed that toe 1947 oil shortage 
in the U.S.A was a phony, had been arranged 
by the big oil companies in order to convince 
toe American public of the necessity (rf import­ 
ing half a mOilon bamneJs of Arabian oil, whidi 
in turn emphasized the importance of spending 
American dollars to protect American oil inter­ 
ests in the Near East.

Nev er-Ending Spy Hunt 


No realist imagines that spying by a potential 
enemy ceases simply because a few of his agents 
have been caught—even though they be key 
ones. 
Soviet spying in toe United States did not end 
with the capture, conviction and ex ecution of 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg. 
It merely pro­ 
ceeded along other avenues, with different people 
performing Moscow’s chores. 
The ever-alert FBI now has seized three more 
Red agents. Jack and Myra Soble and Jacob 
Albam. They are charged with conspiring to 
steal documents "connected with toe national 
defense of the United States.” 
'There were indications toe trio had links with 
a spy apparatus which had operated in Wash­ 
ington during World War II under one V. M. 
Zubiiin, then a Soviet embassy secr^ary. The 
latter is no longer in this country. 
According to the FBI, Soble is his replace­ 
ment and a "dominant figure in toe ring” pre­ 
sumed ot be functioning curraitiy within our 
borders. 
Again, no matter how these people make out 
in court, this is not the oid ot Russian spying 
on our soil. There will be others. 
Nevertheless, we can be grateful that toe FBI 
maintains ceaseless vigilance and succeeds so 
frequently and effectivMy in disrupting Soviet 
espionage activtes. It cannot be much comfort 
to Moscow that an Amercan agency ex ists 
whidi so Mten wrecks its delicately contrived 
^ y network.

WA^INGTON in — The Eisen­ 
hower administration, on the sub­ 
ject of oil needed for Europe, is 
carrying water, or perhaps oil, on 
both shoulders. 
It wants American producers 
and oil-producing states, particu­ 
larly Tex as, to make more oil 
available for Europe, which has 
run short since toe Suez Canal 
was closed. 
The 
administration 
set goals 
which haven’t been met. But it 
won’t crack down on the compa­ 
nies or the states. Administration 
officials say they don’t want to 
interfere with states’ rights. 
So it is t(U'n between foreign 
policy and domestic policy, be­ 
tween 
international 
cooperation 
and states’ rights. But that’s only 
part of a badly mix ed-up picture: 
Before the canal was closed. 
Europe used about 
3 ,20 0 ,0(X) bar­ 
rels of oil a day. It sot that oil 
frwn Eur<H)ean wells, from the 
Middle East, from wells in toe 
Caribbean, 
and 
a very small 
amount from toe United States. 
Before Suez it needed practical­ 
ly no oil from the United States. 
Most of its supply came fr(mi the 
Middle East, and moved through 
pipe lines and in tankers that 
made a quick run through the 
Suez Canal. 
After the canal was dosed Eu­ 
rope stepped up the production of 
its own oil and rtmted tanker ship­ 
ments 
from 
the 
Middle 
East 
around Africa. 
But there is still such a short­ 
age. administration officials say. 
that this country has to fill the 
gap in a big way. 
Europe can ration gasoline, but 
it needs other oil products to keep 
its 
econmny 
g dng , especially 
through the nex t 60 days or so of 
cold weather. Bad shortages could 


force industrial close-downs and 
shove Europe into an economic 
tailspin. 
The administration has set a 
goal of 500,000 barrels of crude 
dil and fuels a day from this coun­ 
try. 
(Before Suez this country 
shipped about 50.000 barrels of oil 
products a day.) But American 
companies have been sending an 
average of no more than 300,000 
barrels a day in recent weeks. 
This writer saw Interior Depart­ 
ment figures indicating Europe 
could use 800,000 barrels a day 
from this country. But he was 
told these were not "solid” fig­ 
ures. He 
got different figures 
from the State Department but 
was instructed not to rely on them 
either, because they were not "of­ 
ficial.” 
Hugh Stewart, director of the 
Interior Department’s Oil and Gas 
Division, was asked at a news 
jonference last Friday if he could 
provide figures showing ex actly 


bow much oil Europe was getting 
from outside the United States 
and precisely how much it needed 
from this country. 
He said he had no "solid” fig­ 
ures, but ex pected to 
receive 
some this week. Meantime, he 
said, toe administration was de­ 
pending on what it considered rea­ 
sonable estimates. 
Within this country, there li 
conflict between the big oil com­ 
panies which have major over­ 
seas interests, and the independ- 
end producers, who sell largely 
in local markets. If there is over­ 
production tf oil. the price prob­ 
ably would go down. 
Tex as would have to be the ma­ 
jor source of added supplies. The 
Tex as Railroad Commission—that 
state’s regulatory body which sets 
the limits on how much oil can 
be taken out of the ground — is 
not, in the opinion of the ad­ 
ministration, as “generous” as it 
might be.

WASHINGTON — It looks like 
John Foster Dulles is going the 
way of Dean Acheson. 
Dulles is the Secretary of State 
who was going to get on with Con­ 
gress. He wouldn’t repeat Ache- 
son’s mistakes. And Dulles never 
has missed a chance to make a 
pleasing gesture toward Capitol 
Hill. 
All to no avail. The Senators and 
Congressmen seem bent on in­ 
creasing Secretary Dulles’ discom­ 
fort. Oddly enough. Dulles is re­ 
ceiving precious little effective sup­ 
port from his own party on the 
Hill. That's the way it was with 
Acheson, too. 
Even the talk has a familiar 
ring. 'The Democrats will make 
peace if Ike dispenses with Dulles, 
it’s said. But Ike, why he’s loyal 
to his subwdinates, it’s said, and 
he’ll back them. Just what they 
said about Harry Truman and 
Acheson. 
No President could appease crit­ 
ics by sacking subordinates. A re­ 
treat in the face of political attack 
would merely encourage detractors 
to greater effort. For that very 
practical reason, neither .Mr. Tu- 
man nor Mr. Eisenhower could se­ 
riously consider the dismissal of 
their man in the State Department 
The assault on Acheson was aimed 
at Mr. Truman. The attack on 
Dulles is directed at Mr. Eisenhow- 
er. Ike knows that, as did Harry 
Truman. 
Is there any path that would 
please Congress? Ike. mindful (rf 
the ex -post facto resentment ex ­ 
pressed by Congress at Mr. Tru­ 
man’s failure to solicit its endorse­ 
ment of his ordering our troops to 
resi.st aggression in Korea, has 
gone before Congress to win its 
consent in advance. If the Eisen­ 
hower Doctrine is approved, the 
Congress will have given prior ap­ 
proval to the employment of Uni­ 
ted States military forces in the 
Middle East to block communist 
aggression in that area. Many 
members, and of both parités, ar­ 
gue that Congress would be relin­ 
quishing its right of declaring war 
by passing the resolution. That 
rankles. Any request from the Ex ­ 
ecutive Department that 
m i g ht 
diminish the authority of the Con­ 
gress rankles. 
,4lso Congress would have it 
known that the Eisenhower Doc­ 
trine might diminish the powers of 
the Presidential office. At least, 
that’s what Senator Mike Mans­ 
field (D-Mont.) said If Ike insists 
on tl^se prior consent resolutions, 
he may e.stablish a p r eced ent 
which would lessen the President’s 
power as Commander and Chief of 
the military. 
^'henever the President asks for 
foreign aid funds now. Congress is 
somewhat restive There have been 
so many request for foreign aid. 
But when the President says he 
wants money to spend overseas as 
he sees fit. Congress is poitively 
incened. And Ike is asking $200 
million on that basis. 
What fascinating fare this will 
be for the visiting potentate from 
Arabia. King Saud. He got a chilly 
receptimi in New York, whose of­ 
ficials cut him. And he’ll get a 
chilly reception here once it gets 
about that it’s money he’s after. 
Saud got about $230 miUion in oil 
revenues last year. His air coiKii- 
tioned Cadillacs, private railway, 
concubines, slaves, and fabulous 
court of 10,000 retainers have given 
him a certain notoriety. He ctm- 
trols a big air base we built for 
him, and which we want to lease. 
He won’t permit Americans of Jew­ 
ish persuasion to set foot on it. 
Still, he’s a fellow the State De­ 
partment has to do business with 
because he’s the only guy there. 
The Department might prefer

n(m-siave owning monogamist, but 
there is none. The <toceptive thing 
about Saudi Arabia is the frosting 
of modernity that ml made pos- 


sible. Actually, iU social structuft 
is pre- Middle Ages, It has not 
reached the point of development 
attained by the United States at 
the time of the Civil War, and 
there was slavery here then. 
No resolutions were offered in 
Congress enjoining the President 
not to invite Saud. But there have 
been several ex pressing indignation 
about the rumored plan to invite 
Boss Tito of Yugoslavia.

The Congressmen and Senators 
aren’t all sore at Dulles, though his 
popularity isn’t high. It’s probable 
that in a sense they arc reflecting 
the frustration of all Americans 
with the continuing crisis, which 
worsens in spite of our vast ex ­ 
penditures. 
So long as the crisis continues 
and demands are put upon the 
country to finance a solution, the 
position of Secretary of State it 
likely to be the shortest path to 
political unpopularity and oblivion.

It is with some reluctance that 
I shall discuss the subject of pre­ 
menstrual tension today.

sleeping,

with severe premenstrual tension j 
can only grin and bear it is begin-j 
ning to be babandoned.

Pettis Countians interested in the 
p oultry and eg g industry met Tues­ 
day nig ht at the Bothwell Hotel in 
Sedalia to discuss p roblems of p ro- 
euction and marketing . 
The meeting was p lanned the 
p revious week by the county p oul­ 
try committee, and John Knau.s, 
chairman of the committee, p re­ 
sided, Knaus announced that three 
other meeting s p lanned by the com­ 
mittee will be held during the y ear; 
one in the sp ring on p roducing 
quality eg g s, one in the summer to 
discuss housing p roblems for p oul­ 
try , and one in the fall on winter- 
izing . 
Mrs. .Anna Bag by outlined the 
Chamber of Commerce p lans to 
hold a chicken-que in May with 
g ames, contests, etc. to he included 
in the day ’s activities. She also an­ 
nounced that p lans had been made 
for Tom Day. p oultry marketing 
sp ecialist, to ap p ear on a television 
p rog ram here in March, which has 
been desig nated as eg g p romotion 
month. 
The g roup discussed p ossibilities 
of having a county p oultry day or 
an evening dinner meeting i n 
March but the final decision was 
left up to the p oultry committee. 
Guest sp eaker of the evening 
was Paul Pip p itt, member of the 
state Farm Bureau board of direc­ 
tors, who keep s about 1,500 laying 
hens on his farm near Westline, 
Mo., and has for a number of y ears 
maintained an eg g route in Kansas 
City. Pip p itt g ave his views about 
the p resent day trends in eg g p ro­ 
duction and the p robable p rosp ects 
for the industry in the next ten 
y ears. 
Anyone interested in the business 
of eg g p roduction should either g o 
into it with a larg e enoug h volume 
that he can afford a very close 
marg in between p rice and cost, or 
g et out of it altog ether as it is be­ 
coming more and more sp ecialized. 
Every op p ortunity should be taken 
to cut costs, and by g ood manag e­ 
ment a p oultryman should exp ect 
to house 90 p er cent of the p ullets 
he buys. The tendency with larg er 
flocks will be to rear chicks in con-

finement in order to save on labor 
costs; howev'er, confinement raised 
chicks must be f e d carefully, 
watched closely for internal p ara­ 
sites and g uarded ag ainst over­ 
crowding , which (rften results in 
cannablism. 
More and more p eop le are start­ 
ing several batches of chicks dur­ 
ing the y ear in order to have a 
stable p roduction — this p ractice 
may eventually result in the elimi­ 
nation of the p resent seasonal vari­ 
ation in the p rice of eg g s. Produc­ 
tion-bred chicks are more in de­ 
mand than ever before and will 
continue to be; the number of eg g s 
p er hen will p robably increase 
thoug h the size may decrease. As 
flocks g et larg er, more and more 
p roducers will p urchase bulk feeds, 
eliminating the labor of handling 
sacks, and use of mechanical feed­ 
ers will become more common. 
Almost 15 million more chicks 
were started last January and Feb­ 
ruary than the same p eriods of the 
y ear before, and p rosp ects are for 
the eg g market to remain hig hly 
comp etitive for several y ears to 
come. Pip p itt told of visiting two 
larg e p oultry farms in Florida, lo­ 
cated within a half mile of each 
other, at one farm there were 
50,000 hens in a laying flock, and 
at the other 20,000. This is the kind 
of comp etition we must meet. In­ 
creasing use of p rep ared foods, 
such as cake mixes, which use 
dried eg g s, has help ed dep ress the 
market for fresh quality eg g s. 
In view of these trends, there 
are a number of thing s which 
p oultrymen should do in the next 
few y ears to imp rove their situa­ 
tion. First, there is g reat need for
